Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Iyer, et al, 
U.S. Patent 6,339,228 Bl. 

3. Iyer discloses a test structure as claimed See FIGS. 1-7 where Iyer discloses a test 



structure for determining a short circuit. 
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4. Pertaining to claim 1, Iyer teaches a test structure for determining a short circuit between 
trench capacitors in a memory cell array wherein the trench capacitors are arranged in matrix 
form, the test structure comprising: 

at least one of tunnel structures (strap) 126&136 and bridge (contacts 114 & 116) structures 
connecting the trench capacitors 102 of two rows of trench capacitors to one another to form 
trench capacitor rows (as seen in FIG. 1); and 

a contact area 128 for contact connection provided at each end section of each of said trench 
capacitor rows. 

5. Pertaining to claim 2, Iyer teaches the test structure according to claim 1, wherein said 
two rows of interconnected trench capacitors are formed within a regular trench capacitor matrix.
